As per claim 1 , Applicant asserts (a) Sprunk does not teach Initial Vector (IV) is an input key and (b) Sprunk does not teach IV may be 
received. Examiner respectfully disagrees with the following reason: 

- Regarding (a), Sprunk teaches an initialization vector (IV) is input to terminal 402, then provided to DES key generator 420 and 
DES key generators 420 and 425 receive Key 1 and Key 2, respectively, via terminals 422 and 424 to generate another key (Sprunk: Para 
[0036]). Examiner notes the broadest and reasonable claim interpretations are made, according to MPEP 21111, such that any key 
material information used in the system designed for security purpose assurance is qualified as a piece of key information and as such an 
input Initial Vector (IV) as to the cryptographic system is qualified as an input key information. Therefore, Applicant's arguments are 
respectfully traversed. 

- Regarding (b), Sprunk teaches an initialization vector (IV) is input to terminal 402, then provided to DES key generator 420, which 
then uses the IV to generate a key that is used, in turn, by DES generator 425 to generate another key (Sprunk: Para [0036]) and as such 
Sprunk does teach "IV may be received". Thereby, Applicant's arguments are respectfully traversed.. 
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
